There is in tho recent utterances of 
British statesmen nnd tho BiiliHh press 
upon Ibo subject of the relatioua Hub- 
siBliDg botweeu Canada and tho Parent 
Stale a breadth odJ depth of signifi- 
o&noe which may well sot British Ameri- 
OftDB a thinking. The repeated and 
pointed alluHione to possible charge in 
thonaloreof the connection existing 
between the Uoiied Kingdom and the 
Confederated Empire possesH a meanin,;, 
tho searoh after which most not ho 
pooh poobed by a silly and sufperfidal 
acniimentality. In the Honso ot Com- 
mons Mr Gladaono alluded to liio 'vi- 
oiouB Colonial I'olioy' ol ibe p«st, and 
pointed onl -he neces«ity for the eBiub- 
libbment of new relaliouB with the Col- 
onies, and • especially witb iho great 
ones of North America.' At tho Quebec 
banquet Sir John Young very pointedly 
told the Caoadinna ibat iiny proposition 
for a change in their alliance with the 
Mother Country would receive the ear 
neBl and reapectful consideration of the 
Imperial Govorument. At the levee, 
held at St. Johns, New Brunswick, he 
pointed to the advuuiages to bo gained 
by an assimilation of the conacctiou lo 
tbat existing between Eijgland and 
Scotland. Tha Iiondon Standard, n 
Conservative organ, says : " There are 
probttbHilies of a change in the roUiionB 
between Canada and Great Britain.'' 
TheBO are oqly given as a few infltances. 
Now, where there ia bo much smoke de- 
pend upca it there is fire. As a British 
American we have no besitalion in ex- 
pressiDg the belief that a chaDge cannot 
come too foon. The present connection 
is altogether too weak, too unreal. It 
must eithor be made mere strong, more 
roul, more practical, or it must bo 
abolished altogether. There are, we 
imngino, few Colonists who would not 
iLflailely prefer the former alternative 
to tho lattorj but we feel equally eei Idn 
that there are few who will not ugreo 
with us as to the necosi^ity that exists 
for the one or tho other. The present 
is no time for more sentimental allian- 
cee; the condition of affairs oq this 
conlirent especially demam-U something 
less shadowy, more Bubstaaiiai. 'I he 
people who would stand up side by side 
with the great Repablio, and coinpete 
■with it in the race for empire, mast, b«i 
n.o children in paternal leading-strings . If 
they were 8a,vageB alongside of ns the 
case would bo dififerent. But they are 
a people like onto ourselves; Bpringiog 
from the same stock, nurtured' at the 
Bame breast, havlDg the same language, 
religion, laws, civilization. Besides, they 
outnumber u^i by ten to oao and bavo 
immenBely the start of us, lu.ving al- 
ready developed into a lull-llo'^i^ed 
nation, a powerful naiion, a firot-cha» 
nation. Wbatia itio iialure ot Uio c.n 
templated change of alliauct? Thai 
is, indeed, a question to which we sbouki 
like to ba able to return an intellit^fcn* 
and assured answer. In tho absence ol 
any ofiBoial light open th«8ul'j«oi we 
are Rreaily dispoited to tiiiuk the ebaiige 
will be one by which the Domiiiion ol 
Canada will becooae an integral portion 
of the United BLmgdom, with, perhaps, 
a Viceroy, a Secretary in the Impoiial 
Cabinet, Peers in the Lords, and repru- 
sentativtB in the O-'mtnons. Why not? 
As a child Canada has long enjoyed 
parental aid. Having recsntly attained 
niajorliy It ba"« been thrown comparative' 
ly upon its own res iurces, has been told 
that it must pay its own way, and in a 
great measuru ii^ht its own baiiliJS' 
Htiviiig ai'pr )ved itself a wortl'y Hon ol 
great aire, Ibore ii n'Uliiiig more iiai iir- 
nl than that it sliould bo ncuu'ed into 
aotuui parfersbip nnd>-r ibo s'yio if 



now going to strengthen and oanoh 
a foreign nnd rival nation would 
bo rotaiiiod and utalized. It is diffi- 
cult to conceive of anything bettor 
oidculattd to strengthen Britain and 
British institutions and iiifluonoo both 
ill the old world and in tho new. But 
such a change would bo scarcely less 
boiielicial to Canada, In order to take 
anything like a tenable position as a 
nation to stand iii) side by sido with the 
Gfoat Ro public, , we Avant popula- 
tion, capital, political inflaenoe, national 
pith and fibre, and tbat| too, upon 
a large scalo ; and we do not know 
of auy other means by which all 
those osseiitiala could bo so speedily at- 
tained as in the way indicated, lu or- 
der that the Dominion may suocooed 
it appears to os that it must have more 
power than, wo foar, it oould internally 
command if oast entirely upon its ovirn 
resources to-morrow. The admission 
is one wo don't, liko to make, yet it is 
just, us well tl)/it in a matter of this 
Ijind wo should soek neither to de- 
eeivo our.i^olves nor others. In order 
to succeed tho Gaiiadian Government 
must bo ablo to go up at once and pos' 
i<e8S llio great country just aequiied; 
It must do moro. It must po.Hse>i.s 
sulliciont vigor nnd vitality to press on 
to ibo waters of tho Pacific, and that 
without liesit'.ition or delay. Exieusion 
to tho Piicifio necessarily implies inter- 
oceanic railway commotuicaliou. There 
must be uo blinking this point. Without 
a Cauadian Pacific Railway any poUti- 
t cal uoioD mnst be merely a ouion on 
paper, a union altogether too sQperficial 
and brittle to hold together so immenso 
a territory. As we are, these difficultios 
stare ns out of oountenanoe. As a part 
of the United Kingdom they would 
vaoieh like mist.

Tbe Last Sensation— Across tlie 
ara ou a Btcf cle. 

[SramtiM ToroBlo Tulegiaiili, Aagust 20tl>.] 
Jenklna, the Oaoadian Blondin, aitraoted 
a Ittr^o crowd lo Clilioo yesterday, by bis an- 
ijouncoiuent Ihot ho would tide a vtloci'ieda 
over a rope atrolohed noroas tho Niagera. 
About live ihouHond persona were collected 
in the vicinity of Clilrun brid^'Oi principally 
form London, Paris, Woodaiock and Toronto 
to wttaest bbs feat. Tbe riips was stretebed 
across the river from cliff to cliff aboat one 
hundred yards below tho briili-t.-, the Canadi- 
an oud being a little higher than on ihe 
American shoie.

Tho seal wac 
curved downwiirds, tielwoon tho wheels, to 
wittiin an inch of ihe rope Hcneaib the rope 
were two heavy, immovable elirrups, on 
which a largo iroo baluouint; pole was placed 
und which the rider leated his (cel.-.,*, liy 
ijis arrangainent tbe whole weij;ht'"Was 
thrown banBiitb the rope, bo that there was 
very litlle danf^er ol Ibo mactiino loiipiug 
over.
